Boris Sim. thought that certain civilian elements whioh had 
previously fought among themselves had joined in a foroe which had 
attracted even legionnaire olrolefl, Thia development was a roeult 
of the steadily iimreesing pressure from Soviet- inspired oomnuniuta 
in Rumania and had begun about Bovember of last year, supported by 
the manifesto**. Conclusive recognition of this civilian group, 
and a statement that the previous polioy of oonkliually giving in 
to the demode of the costunist a could only lead to tbecogpleto^ - 
boll hevi cation of Ruaania, had been added ty Rsdyou-^TTIis well- 
known war message of 10 Bovuaber. Hade sou hwSjT backed in this 
step by certain unofficial Anglo-American ciroleo, since England 
rould not dare to come out effio tally against the Soviets in Buohareet, 
but did work against bolshevism, at least secretly, in this way* 


Boris Sim believed that* because of the epp coition of Radeaou 
and the civilian and military circles behind him, the Russians, after 
the purge cf the general, would no longer dare move toward a complete 
realignment of matters in by way of a Russian-comaunlstio 

solution, but would permit a temporary gove not ntal shuffle on the 
present basis of the national -demoo ratio front. - 


Altehburg is said to huve oooaented that Oeraesy wuld have to 
wait to see wbother Boris's conception was correct and to have pointed 
out that English and Russian radio reports oonoeroing tha situation 
in Ruuihis sad the interpolations of the Soviet Control Oomnission 
seemed to hint that th*vRuaslaai wanted to play op the situation In 
order to lead up to a ruthless, deolsivs motion along their own lines.
